OUTLAWING WAR. 
Fresident Coolidge has made it known that he 
is opposed to the proposed treaty with France 
to outlaw war. The suggestion came from Briand, 
and later was made formally, Senator Borah is 
committed to it. So also is Senator Capper. 
Peace entiowments, religious organizations, and 
internationalists support it. 

It is pointed out with respect to France that 
the Bryan treaty expires next February and the 
agreement to outlaw war would fittingly take its 
place. That necessarily recalla the picture of Mr. 
Bryan, having signed some thirty or more peace 
treaties, taking his hat and walking out of the 
state department because in the midst of these 
labors for world peace by treaty the whole struc- 
ture of the world came down about his ears, and 
into war. 

It was not Almerica'’s fault that it did not have 
@ treaty with Germany prohibiting a declaration 
of war until one year had expired. The United 
Btates then would have had its scrap of paper 
to tear up. 

It will take some courage from any President 
to set himself against the influences and forces 
supporting ,proposals for so superficially desirable 
@ condition of human affairs as ®ne of no more 
ware if that condition could be established by 
the words of legislators effectually binding people 
and governments yet to come. He will seem to 
place himself in opposition to the best aspirations 
of the world and to refuse to help remove some 
of the causes of its suffering. 

This opinion will not prevail where people ask 
for something more than treaties to contro] the 
future. Treaties are and: always have been a 
teed. At the moment, treaties of good 
6 less esteeiued than at any time since 
war demonstrated their true worth. It 
gaid that more money is being spent 
armament today than before the war, and 
though the.facts may be disputed as regards them 
by individual countries, the picture for the’ world 
as a whole is no doubt true enough. War is 
threatening in the Adriatic and about Vilna. There 
is respectable opinion in England which holds 
that within a few years Germany will call a halt 
to the reparation payments and take a chance 
on the consequences: It is in such a world that 
we are asked to sign treaties outlawing war. 
The advocates of outlawry say that prepared- 
hess and outlawry are not mutually exclusive. 
They believe that we can sign the outlawry 
treaties and continue to maintain an army and a 
navy adequate to our needs. They do not reckon 
with the characteristic attitude of congress toward 
‘military expenditures. America is traditionally

KILLING IN PROHIBITION 


ENFORCEMENT. 
John Beyer, an informer working on the split 


basis for the enforcement of prohibition. in 


South Beloit, I, Killed a man from whom he 
was a war veteran with a good record. ; 
with a star for which he had no authority ahd 
a pistol he had no right to carry, entered Petroff’s 


jplace and bought moonshine which the seller 


served in two glasses. The informer drew his 
pistol and told Petroff he was under, arrest. The 
latter tried to knock the glasses off the bar, 
and Beyer shot him. 

The lawless enforcer of the law then put an- 
other man under arrest and turned him over 
to the police, leaving his ‘victim lying where he 
fell, mortally wounded. When Beyer reported that 
he had shot a man Petroff was beyond help. The 
other man was fined $200, and the informer, while 


jin jail, was paid $40 by the chief of police for 


his day’s work. , 

Beyer is being held in the Rockford jafl, but 
his defense is being organized by the W. C. T. U. 
and Anti-Saloon league workers of the nearby 
communities, both in Illinois and in Laer 
The killer not only has been paid for work 
but the prohibition women are sending him flowers 
and delicacies. Their sentiment, as expressed by 
women who speak for them, is that the informer 
was trying to do his duty to prohibition, and it 
was unfortunate that he might have to be given 
some light punishment. Wisconsin sympathizers 
also thought it was unfortunate that the killing 
was over the line in Illinois, a state which has 
capital punishment. 

Back of Beyer’s deadly work there is a long 
line of precedents established by authorized fed- 
eral agents of prohibition enforcement and other 
precedents by men as much without. authority as 
this informer. It has been established that killing 
of Volstead act violators is justifiable. This theory 
does not require that the violator resist arrest or 
that the enforcer be in any danger. It is enough 
that the violation be found or even suspected. 
Some of the victims have been innocent. That 
was discovered after the shooting. The enforcers 
thought they had liquor. Apparently it covers 
the situation, in prohibition opinion, to. say that 
mistakes will occur, but in such a cause too much 
should not be made of them. Thus, the killings 
which mark enforcement are not far behind the 
killings among the most desperate and vicious 
of gangsters contending with each other in their 


‘violations of the Volstead act. 


Prohibition sympathizers think very lightly of 
manslaughter or murder committed in the cause 
to whith they have devoted themselves. They do 
not recognize this as a perversion both of law. 
and humanity, being convinéed that any means: 
of breaking down the opposition to them is a 
righteous one. 

It indicates the moral upsetting’ which has fol- 
lowed the attempt to impose one set of ideas of 
personal conduct upon another by violence. There 
are many very serious laws generaliy agreed to 
by the people with respect to which it would not 
be contended by any right-minded person that a 
violator deserved to be killed. Extreme, cruel, 
and unusual punishments are contrary to the con- 
stitution and to the spirit of the people except in 
prohibition. There cruel punishment is upheld by 
people who regard themselves as virtuous. and 
good. That is a development of American char- 
acter which has more serious import than any- 
thing else connected with prohfbition. It is\be 
coming a warped character, vindictive, savage, 
and unwholesome.

MONOXIDE POISONING.

Dr. Mayers of the New York bureau 
of industrial hygiene gives the follow- 
ing directions for the care of those who 
suffer from acute carbon monoxide poi- 
scning.

In more severe cases, in addition to 
un the breathing is shal- 
low. In such cases, and in cases where 
breathing has stopped, artificial respira- 
tion should be done. 

Dr. Mayers says the Schafer prone 
pressure method of doing artificial res- 
piration is more efficient and much safer 
than any of the artificial methods in 
which apparatus of one sort or another 
is used. The practice of waiting for 
pumps and other apparatus before start- 
ing artificial respiration cannot be too 
strongly condemned. 

During the artificial respiration some 
oxygen should be given by inhalation 
from time to time. It is well to use a 
mixture of 95 parts oxygen and 5 parts 
carbonic ‘acid gas for this purpose, In- 
halations of oxygen cause the blood to 
throw off carbon monoxide about five 
times as fast as it does when air is 
breathed. Adding five per cent carbonic 
acid gas increases the efficiency of the 
oxygen about twenty-five per cent.

First here is a recipe for salad dress- 
ing that is particularly good, 
luted, with a salad of dessert apples:; 
One egg, one-half cup of cream, one 
ounce of butter, a pinch each of mus 
tard and salt, and two tablespoons of 
vine@ir.
